got steel capacity. The Youngstown 
meeting was said to have been marked 
by conflict between interests favor- 
able to Bethlehem, headed by James 
A. Campbell, chairman, and several 
directors in sympathy with the Ea- 
tons. . 

After the. meeting. several stock- 


holders of Youngstown, presumably 
headed by Eaton, began drawing 
plans to prevent the Youngstown 
Bethlehem merger and were organiz- 
ing a proxy committee to fight the 
consolidation. 

Bethlehem officials would not com- 
ment regarding the fight with Eaton, 
other than to say that the directors 
and officers of the Youngstown Com- 
pany approved the acquisition by 
Bethlehem and would not discuss 
any possible hitch in the merger.

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YOUNG PAYMENT PLAN 


All MeasuresPassed, Awaits 
Signature of Von Hin- 
denburg. 


BERLIN, March 12.—(#) — The 
Young plan and other measures con- 
nected with it, as ‘well as the Ger- 
man-American agreement by which 
Germany’s reparations payments to 
the United States are regulated, were 
given final approval by the reichstag 
today. 

The Young plan measure itself was 
given third and final reading by a 
vote of 265 to 192. The German- 


American agreement was approved by 
a rising vote. The Polish liquidation 
was approved, 236 to 217. 

The measures by which the final 
liquidation of the war debts are pro- 
vided, now only requires the signa- 
ture of President Von Hindenburg 
and publication of the ratification im 
the official gazette before becoming 
law as far as Gcrmany is concerned. 

The nationalist opponents of the 
“Young plan played their last card by 
invoking article 72 of the constitu- 
tion in an effort to secure twe months’ 
time during which they hoped another 
plebiscite on the Young plan might be 
arranged; but this maneuver was coun- 
tered by a government declaration 
that today’s legislation was “urgent.” 

Article 72 of the constitution says 
that promulgation of a national law 
may be deferred two months if one- 
third of the national assembly so de- 
mands. The opposition was able to 
muster this ene-third vote but the 
government immediately came back 
with the second part of this same 
article, which says that laws which 
the national assembly and national] 
council declared to be urgent may be 
promulgated by the reich’s president 
regardless of the demand for a de- 
lay. The government carried this mo- 
tion of urgency. The reichsrat will 
vote tomorrow on the government’s 
motion to make the bill urgent and 
there is little doubt that it will be 
passed. | 

This will place the situation direct- 
ly up'to President Von Hindenburg, 
who will be in a position to. give 
immediate effect to what the late Dr. 
Stresemann and other of Germany’s 
leadérs through months of labor sought 
to give to Germany. There is no 
doubt in Berlin but that President 
Von Hindenburg will Sign the docu- 
ments by which it is expected Ger- 
many wil be freed from foreign oc- 
cupation and foreign control and will 
be restored to full sovereignty.

ernoon for Memphis, Tenn., after con- 


eluding a two-day school at the Bilt- 
more hotel for census supervisors in 
He snnounc- 
ed that the census of 1930 would be 
started April 2 rather than April J, 
just to make sure that there would be 
no “fooling” about it. 

Representatives from Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Alabama, Tennessee and North 
and South Carolina attended the 
school and will, in turn, instruct the 
enumerators in their respective states 
concerning the maze of details con- 
nected with the enormous undertak- 
ing. 

Miss Mary M. Graham, of Selma, 
Ala., and Dr. Elizabeth Broach, of 
Atlanta, were the only two women su- 
pervisors in attendance. 

Many of those who were present for 
the two-day course of instruction re- 
mained here Wednesday after the 
school had closed for the purpose of 


obtaining additional information from 
Herbert Kt.

Censuses of manufactures and dis- 
tribution already have been started in 
many districts by special enumera- 
tors. Speedy compilation of these 
statistics is not so necesasry, the di- 
rector explained, as is ‘he gathering 
of poptlation and farm figures. 

Supervisors will not be allowed to 
make tabulation of any facts gathered 
by enumerators working out of their 
offices, except that they may announce 
the population of any political divi- 
sion of their territory, upon comple- 
tion of the enumeration. 

Economy of administration, insofar 
as practicable, and accuracy in obtain- 
ing information were two points em- 
phasized by Dr. ..teuart. .fe pointed 
out that in previous years such mis- 
takes as listing college professors as 
illiterates, through the habit of using 
too many ditto marks, and the regis- 
tration of American Indians as hav- 
ing been born of German parents, have 
occurred.

“2. We believe that prohibition of 
opium, alcohol, and other habit-making 
drugs is a necessary protection in 
this machine age. " 

“3. We believe the eighteenth 
j amendment to the constitution, voted 

by 46 ou* of 48 states in the way pre- 
scribed, with a greater majority than 
any other amendment, is binding on 
‘all states, 

“4. We believe in the Volstead act, 
i which has met the test of the supreme 
; court and limit alcoholic content to 
one-half of 1 per cent. No other 
‘standard would be safe for children 
land those not inoculated with alcohol. 
i “5. We believe that under the exist- 
ing act the buyer is equally guilty 
with the seller in illicit transactions 
in liquor. 

“6. We believe that the economic 
gain resulting from the use of bil- 
lions of dollars formerly spent in sa- 
loons, speakeasies and liquor for pri- 
vate use now used for better homes, 
clothing. food. washing and sweeping 
machines, automobiles, radio, life in- 
surance, and bank deposits, justifies 
this law. 

“7. We believe the moral issue 
{makes this law obligatory for the in- 
i dividual citizen and the duty of every 
'church member, and that every church 
‘should teach respect for this law

“10. We believe since ‘law break- 
ers must not be law imakers’ law mak- 
ing and enforcement departments of 
our government should demand that

contempt for law, or relinquishing 
their office. And since the first duty 
of the government is to protect the 
people from .iolators of the law, we 
call for immediate and adequate ac- 
tion whatever the cost. 

“11. We believe, according to the 
constitution, Article 6, that courts of 
justice should be relieved of prejudiced 
judges, often responsible for the fail- 
ure of justice and the breaking down 
of law. through protecting the crimi- 


nal rather than the public. 


“12. We believe there is no authori- 


ty or precedent for submitting the 


constitution as a whole or in part, 
to a national referendum. 

“13. We believe that the press, 
which has been in the past and should 
be now a moral and civic asset, ought, 
without regard to the personal opin- 
ion of owner and editor, to give fair 
representation of the views of law- 
abiding people and the government, 
rather than continue attacks on the 
law which will not be repealed, and 
whose enforcement may be weakened 
by statements leading to crime and 
disorder. 

“14. We believe that in view of the 


disloyal and dangerous attitude of } 


men and women of wealth and influ- 
ence and the failure of officials, there 
should be law enforcement groups of 
citizens in town, county, state and 
nation organized ‘to correct propa- 
ganda. And safeguard law observ- 
ance through regular channels, and 
that regular safety groups of men 
and women serve without compensa- 
tion and be recognized and approved 
by the government.”

OBSERVE PURIM TODAY 


Semi-Religious Holiday Cele- 
bration Will Begin in 
Evening. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., March 12.—The 
Festival of Lots, known as Purim, 
will be celebrated by Jewish people 
of Columbus Thursday. 

The semi-religious holiday, which 
will commemorate the victory of the 
Jews over blind prejudice and dark 
anti-Semitism which strives to bring 
about the destruction of Israel, will 
begin in the evening. 

The following information is pro- 
vided by the tract commission of the 
Central Conference of American Rab- 
bis and Union of American Hebrew 
congregations : 

“The story of this victory is em- 
bodied in the Book of Esther, which 
proclaims its significant message to 
every age and land, especially to 
present-day Jewry. 

Esther Made Queen. 

“According to the Book of Esther, 
a grave disaster threatened the Jewish 
people who dwelt in the provinces of 
Persia and Media. At that time 
Ahasuerus was king of Persia. He 
selected Esther, the beautiful cousin 
of Mordecai, as the successor to his 
queen, Vashti, whom he had deposed 
because she had refused to obey one 
of his commands. Mordecai was a 
wealthy Jew of Shushan, but Ahas- 
uerus did not know that Esther was 
his relative, nor that Esther was of 
Jewish origin. At that time, too, 
Haman, the Agagite, became grand 
vizier of Persia. He hated Mordecai, 
and because of Mordecai he hated all 
Jews and sought their utter destrue- 
tion. 

“To carry out his. vicious plan 
against the Jews of Persia, he told 
Ahasuerus that the Jews were a dan- 
serous element in the empire and that 
their annihilation would establish the 
unity and security of all the provinces. 
He promised to pay into the treasury 
10,000 silver talents for the permis- 
sion to pillage and exterminate the 
Jewish population of Persia and 
Media. ccording to the Book of Es- 
ther, Haman did not tell Ahasuerus 
that it was the Jewish people that hé 
sought to destroy. The king then 
issued a proclamation ordering the 
confiscation of all Jewish property and 
the annihilation of all Jews. 

Fasting and Prayer. 

“The Jews of Shushan—the capital 
of Persia—fasted and prayed. Mor- 
decai besought Esther to plead with 
her royal spouse for her people. Esther 
feared for her own life: but after an 
inner struggle she invited Ahasuerus 
and Haman to a banquet. At the 
banquet she fell before the king and 
declared that it was her own people 
that Haman sought to annihilate. 
Whereupon the king arose in anger, 
and ordered Haman to be hanged. The 
evil decree, however, could not be re- 
voked, for it bore the seal of the king. 
jut he issued a counter decree, giving 
the Jews the right to “stand up for 
their lives and destroy all that would 
assault them.” In this way Esther 
saved her people from destruction, 
and in commemoration of her heroism 
the Feast of Purim was _ instituted, 
which the Jewish people celebrate 
every year with joy and festivity.

Of Negro Preacher 
Give Him Church 


ATHENS, Ga., March 12.—(/)— 
Despite winds that came and rains 


that descended Henry Cole, negro 
preacher, has completed his church 
after patiently laboring 14 years. 

In 1916, Captain J. W. Barnett, 
recently commissioned chairman of the 
state highway board, refused Cole a 
permit to erect a church because the 
negro wanted to use wooden posts for 
foundations. However, Cole heeded 
the biblical and municipal injunctions 
and promised to build his church upon 
a solid foundation—brick. 

Receiving his permit, he began 
work. Cole is a carpenter by trade, 
and he used money saved from work- 
ing at his trade to build his church. 
Saving a bit of cash, the negro would 
build more on his church three or 
four times every year. 

In 1924, with the building nearly 
finished, a storm turned the structure 
over. and Henry had to start again. 
Sunday night he preached his first 
sermon in the completed building. 

Flickering lights from three oil 
lamps illuminated the church Sunday 
as a dozen negroes gathered by a small 
stove to hear Cole. A pulpit and 
four benches complete the furnish- 
ings. 


VALIDITY OF PEANUT 
PATENT SUSTAINED 


COLUMBUS, .Ga., March 12.—A 
decision sustaining the validity of the 
patent which the Tom Huston Peanut 
Company, of Columbus, carries on its 
bag, in which th? salted product is 
sold, has been rendered in the United 
States district court in Jacksonville. 
Fla.. it was learned here. 

The decision was handed down in a 
suit filed by the local peanut company 
against O. K. Jelks and Sons, Jack- 
sonville manufacturers of salted pea- 
nuts, questioning their right to use a 
bag similar to the one being used by 
the Columbus concern in the sale of 
the roasted, salted product. 

Local officials of the Tom Huston 
company stated here that the decision 
of the United States district judge 
was of import:nce in that several 
other manufacturers of peanut’ prod- 
ucts were aiding the Jacksonville firm 
in contesting the case. Among the 
others were named the Planters Nut 
and Chocolate Company. of ‘Suffolk, 
Va.; Lance Packing Company, of 
Charlotte, N. C., and the Kelley Prod- 
ucts Company, of Birmingham. 

The judge, in his decision, held that 
the Jacksonville company must make 
an accounting of the profits they have 
received from peanuts sold in the bag, 
infringing on the Tom Huston patent. 
The local concern is given the profits 
from such sales in the decree.

A Living 
Samson. 


There is perhaps no other figure in 
the Old Testament who appealed more 
to our boyish imagination and fancy 
than Samson, tha: Hebrew judge of 
antiquity, on the subject of whose life 
Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky has just pub- 
lished a fine rtudy. e publisher is 
Horace Liveright.. So much did we 
boys think of Samson and his prowess 
that we fought his battles all over 
again along the shores of canals and 
marshy bogs. And when someone lo- 
cated the jawbone of an ox in a local 
scrapyard, it evabl:: us to stage a 
most hilarious approximation of that 
phenomena! battle that Samson staged 
once when he slew many hundreds of 
Israel’s enemies with no other weapon 
but the jawbone of an ass. Somehow 
I never got the chance to be Samson. 
I was always one of the mob of 
Philistines and for that very reason 
soundly E was always thrashed: in 
the melee, for such was the inevitable 
program. It would never have done 
to give Samson a licking, although 
this, I feel sure, could easily have been 
accomplished with a little more team- 
play and certainly with -the aid of 
some flaxen-hairec Lowland Delilah. 
Only we didn’t think of Delilahs in 
those days. They were beneath our 
notice, Mr. Jabotinsky, whose book 
is the result of much learning, does 
a lot to clarify the role of the Phil- 
istines. He shows us that the Phil- 
istines were the ones that were civ- 
ilized, perhaps over-civilized, and the 
Hebrews of 3,500 years ago a bar- 
barous tribe of impetuous nomads. It’s 
a remarkable confession for the au- 
thor to make, who is the leader of 
the ultra-nationalists among the Zion- 
ists. He shows the tolerance of the 
Philistines toward the highway bandit 
Samson, their good humor and their 
sporting attitude toward him. The 
story unfolds with swiftness under 
the deft touch of a master of the 
pen. One wonders a little if English 
is the original language in which it 
was written, for M. Jabotinsky not 
only has a fluent command of that 
tongue, but he was counted one of 
the foremost writers of Russia, when 
he lived there, while his knowledge of 
Hebrew, Italian, French, Spanish, 
Polish and German is by no means 
fragmentary, but perfectly flawless.

Immediately 
Clemenceau went back into the assem- 
bly hall, obtained leave to speak, 
mounted the tribune and said: “We 
may as well stop talking. Go out in 
the lobby and see. The Millerand 
government is all ready. The cabinet 
is in session in that and that corner.” 
His words were like 2 bombshell. The 
plot was discovered, ridiculed, smashed 
in one blow. And the Tiger won.

Federal Reserve Board’s 
First Secretary Expresses 
Favor of Branch Bank- 

ing—Antis Fear Wall 
Street Will Con- 
trol Larger 
Units. 


Some time ago, in this column, I 
reiterated a query propounded . by 
Representative Engelbright, of Cali- 
fornia, concerning why the navy was 
buying helium gas from private in- 
dustry at $34 a thousand cubic feet 
when it could obtain it for $12.50 
from the bureau of mines. 

Nate Lord, of the Helium Com- 
pany, the largest private corporation 
in the field, disputes the figures of 
the congressman and says the so-called 
government cost “is simply the trans- 
fer price and not the whole govern- 
ment cost.” 

Mr. Lord explains the situation in 
this way: 

“This transfer price does not in- 
clude interest on invested capital,- de- 
preciation on plant and depreciation 
of the gas wells and gas pool. It does 
not even include normal upkeep costs, 
because the Amarillo plant is so new 
that no maintenance or replacement 
has yet been required. The govern- 
ment’s real cost today is in excess of 
$46 per thousand cubic feet and if 
this total cost is compared with our 
selling price to the navy, $34 per 
cubic feet, the extravagance of the 
government operation becomes. ap- 
parent.” 


Let Mr. Lord continue: “The gov- 
ernment’s helium actually cost $46.92 
to produce, instead of $12.50, at which 
price it is transferred to. the navy.

“Did you ever decline to tell what 
you knew to shield any member of 
the board of eduration concerning 
awarding of contracts or the boot- 
legging, practices carried on at cer- 
tain of the school grounds?” 

Ritchie Denies Silence. 


Ritchie stated unequivocally, when 
asked what his answer to the ques- 
tion would be, that he had never re- 
fused to “tell what I knew.” 

‘Tf the Fulton county grand jury 
wanted to know about the adminis- 
tration of this office, it should have 
probed it to the core instead of lis- 
tening to a group of disgrunted ex- 
employes of the department who were 
fired for incompetence and inability,” 
Ritchie said. “The grapevine method 
has misled the grand jury because it 
had only a diStorted version of the 
conduct of the department.” 

Before the schoc hea. began read- 
ing to the committee a voluminous 
statement in his behalf Dr. Willis 
A. Sutton, superintendent of schools, 
took the floor in a defense of the ad- 
ministration department and of 
Ritchie in particnlar, declaring that 
the board of education and the ad- 
ministration cfficials for the most 
part are to blame for any errors 
which ] .ve been mude in purchase of 
materials and expenditures of money. 

An intricate explanation of the 
modus opperandi of the department 
and of the affairs of the division from 
the time he took charge more than 
four years ago, was unfolded. by 
Ritchie, who denied every specific 
charge the grand jury launched and 
who called on it to specify other gen- 
eral complaints which the present- 
ments carried. 


Defense Amplified. 


The defense was first written in a 
short Yetter to John T. Hancock, 
school commissioner from the eighth 
ward and chairman of the probing 
committee of the board, but later was 
supplemenetd with several other pages 
of copy. 

“Mr. Ritchie, H. Reid Hunter. as- 
sistant superintendent in charge of

Opening of Defense. 

In opening his defense Ritchie made 
a verbal statement in which he stated 
that. the grand jury attacked the 
school system using the office of the 
business administration as the “en- 
tering wedge.” “It is difficult to 
acquaint the layman with the work- 
ings of the school system,” he said. 
“Newspapers carry what is news and 
routine and commonplace things which 
are constructive many times are over- 
looked. The layman will not read 
stories which are not sensational, but 
which contain a lot of technical data. 

“A great many business men believe 
they know all about schools. They 
do know business but they are not 
familiar with operation of schools in 
general. Cost of operating the busi- 
ness and maintaining the maintenace 
departments of the Atlanta school sys- 
tem <.re far below thc « of other cities 
in Atlanta’s class. 

“Fluetuating markets have a dis- 
tinct bearing in purchase of supplies, 
and while a business manager may 
make a mistake in laying in a large 
supply of any one commodity, he has 
to take the gamble to some extent. 

“There are 1,600 employes of the 
Atlanta public school system includ- 
ing teachers, principals, ete. They 
demand immediate service, and the 
public expects prom,t service. It is 
our business ~, give them the service 
to which they are entifled.”

“The grand juty charges that thou- 
sands of window shades absolutely 
new are stored away in the ware- 
iouse. The fact is that there are 
about three dozen new window shades 
in the warehouse.

all of them.’ 

“Mr. Ritchie Answers. 

“The accusation of a domineering 
attitude toward the board, bond com- 
mission, architects, contractors and 
sub-contmetors, is not true. On nu- 
merous occasions recommendations 
made by the business manager to 
these various bodies have been _ re- 
versed. In such cases every effort 
was made to co-operate. Prior to 
the inauguration of the recent build- 
ing program, the business department 
made a careful survey of the _previ- 
ous bénd building program, Certain 
changes were worked out but only 
with the approval of all of the gov- 
erning bodies concerned. Any con- 
troversy with contractors resulted 
from failure on their part to adhere 
to specifications, such as substitut- 
ing cheaper materials, causing time 
delays, ete. Beeanse of these fail- 
ures urgent demands had to be made 
to protect the child and the city’s 
interests. In a few instances it was 
necessary that the city assume the 
responsibility of completing the pro)- 
ect. Records of every transaction 
during the school building program 
are on file in the business office. 
This information is available to ail 
interested persons. 

$1,000 Worth of Soap. 

“This charge is a misrepresenta- 
tion of facts as there has been no 
urchase of soap that approximates 
$1,000, neither has there been any 
bought in Kansas City. It can 
shown that the low bid has been 
chosen in this particular commodity 
in every instance.

Such protection is not need- 
el in a private home where super- 
vision is in foree, but is always pro- 
vided in the best gymnasium showers 
to avoid physical danger.

“Paragraph 20. 

“‘It was shown also that in the 
building of these schools Mr. Ritchie 
dominated, as stated, the various con- 
tractors, insisted upon changes in va- 
rious material, had considerable work 
torn out and replaced, apparently for 
no good reason, and in a general way 
had ‘run-ins’ with every contractor 
on the job. In many instances his 
criticisms of the contractor's or the 
sub-contractor’s work would reach tlie 
point where he would agree with them 
if they would take off $100 or 3500 
or $1,000, or some other arbitrary 
sum, from the contract price, he 
would let the work go through. When 
this was acceded to, he insisted upon 
the city giving them a cheek for their 
full amount, and the contractor giv- 
ing the board a check for the amount 
agreed upon as a deduction. This 
check from the contractor was, in 
turn, deposited in the general fund of 
the school department. Thus it was 
that bond money wag being paid un- 
necessarily and the rebates coming 
back into the regular school depart- 
ment.’ 

“Mr. Ritchie Answers. 

“Answer to Paragraph 20 concern- 
ing the manner of handling contrac- 
tors is practically covered elsewhere 
in this report. In no instance was 
the contractor required to tear out 
work except where he was not putting 
it in according to specifications. 
Where non-specified materials or 
Cquipment had been substituted and 
it was discovered, and where, in the 
opinion of the architect and your 
business superintendent, it was inad- 
visable to remove the cheaper article, 
contractors were réquired to refund to 
the city the difference between the 
two costs. 

“Anyone who has built buildings on 
a large scale will know that condi- 
tions of this sort arise daily. It is 
your business superintendent's under- 
standing that Mr. James L. Mayson, 
city attorney, has made the remark 
that Mr. Ritchie was one employe 
working for the city who always 
looked out for the city’s interests. It 
is to be hoped that the city attorney's 


go thoroughly into a matter of this 
sort in order that the citizens of At- 
lanta may have a full picture of con- 
ditions as they are. 

“As to the charges made against our 
superintendent, Mr. Sutton, the writer 
passes by those with the comment that 
he has full confidence in Mr. Sutton’s 
ability to operate the schools in an 
economical and efficient manner and 
he believes that Mr. Sutton has a simi- 
lar confidence with regard to the op- 
eration of the business affairs of. the 
schools. 

“In closing, your business .superin- 
tendent looks upon the entire list of 
presentments as dealing with his of- 
fice in its manifold ramifications, as 
being entirely too general, as_ being 
without substantial evidence and non- 
supportable by the facts. 

“It is hoped that the committee will 
in justice to all concerned be willing 
to go as far as necessary to estab- 
lish equity of testimony. One thing 
is certain and that is, your business 
superintendent has no fear of these or 
similar charges if all the facts are 
known.

Jamaica ginger, which ds being 
bought over the counter in Georgia 
as a beverage is blamed for thirteen 
cases of mysterious paralysis report- 
ed Wednesday from Dallas, Powder 
Springs and Atlanta. The cases are 
strikingly similar to the 300 reporied 
a few days in Oklahoma nd to a 
score or more reported in Tennessee. 

With the state board of health de- 
clining to say positively that the 
paralysis is due solely to the drinking 
of Jamaica ginger as a beverage, Dr. 
T. F. Sellers, head of the state board 
of health’s laboratory, says that in 
each of the thirteen cases reported to 
him the stricken person had been 
drinking the extract. 

(ine or two cases under treatment 
in Atlanta Wednesday were examined 
by two of the city’s best known nerve 
specialists, in addition to the physi- 
cian in charge, and the verdict of the 
clinical observation was that the 
paralysis of the patient, who admitted 


drinking the Jamaica ginger, could be | 


attributed to no other cause. 
Names Are Withheld. 

Eight of the persons reported to 
the state board of health are from 
Dallas four are from Powder Sprimgs 
und the thirteenth is a temporary resi- 
dent of this city, but his home is in 
Meridian, Miss. Doctors declined to 
give the names of patients, but in one 
case the attending physician said that 
his patient, who lives in another state, 
told him that drinking the extract as 
a substitute for booze was quite com- 
mon in his community among bvetb 
men and women. 

Meantime, from.the office of the 
deputy prohibition administrator for 
(;eorgia came the warning that it is 
against the law to sell Jamaica ginger 
as a beverage and that where they 
had evidence of its sale, other than 
for medical or cooking purposes, 
seller would be prosecuted.

On” of the patients-under treatment 
in Atlanta disclosed that he had been 
drinking Jamaica ginger for years 
but that the last, which Le blamed 
for his condition, “was a new brand.” 
He said all members of the party he 
drank with commented upon the dif- 
ferent taste. Doctors are of the opin- 
ion that a commercial house has un- 
loosed a quartity over the country 
which probably has been made up with 
denatured alcohol. 

No fatalities so far have been re- 


ported. 
No Epidemic Exists. 

T. F.. Sellers, chief, bacteriologist 
of the state beard of health announced 
that 9 of the 13 cases are fairly well- 
authenticated” cases in Georgia, but 
that no medicaf histery can be ob- 
tnined on fyur others, Mr. Sellers 
stressed, however, that the situation 
is by no means to be regarded as epi- 
deynic and that no alarm should be 
tnken except by those who have been 
drinking ,Jamaica ginger. 

According to Mr, Sellers there is 
ne serious Hess attending any of 
the Georgia cases. Reports from Dr. 
J. Ey Lester, health commissioner of 
(‘obb county, representing the state 
board of health, state that in eac 
case he examined in Powder Springs, 
the patient was suffering a motor 
paralysis in the legs below the knees. 
This portion of the limb, however, is 
sensitive to pinching aud pin pricks, 
the main symptem being that the pa- 
tient is not able to flex the foot or 
control the muscles of the lower limb. 
The same conditions obtain in the 
lballas and Atlanta cases, according to 
reports of physicians to the state 
board of health laboratories.

The 75-cent rate, in effect until it 
was raised to $1.121-2 by presiden- 
tial proclamation, was approved last 
month by a vote of 47 to 30. 

In upsetting the coalition on glass, 
approval was given, by a 40 to 34 
vote, to the rates proclaimed by the 
president last year on window glass. 
These levies range from 17-8 to 3 8-4 
cents a pound, depending on the size 
of the glass. 

The coalition previously had won, 
41 to 40, a reduction to a range of 
from 11-4 to 21-2 cents. 

Vice President Curtis voted for the 
first time in the tariff struggle and 
broke a tie that restored to the bill 
the rates proclaimed under the flexible 
provisions on plate glass. The vote, 
before he cast the deciding ballot, was 
36 to 36. 

Thus the coalition which had won 
previously, 43 to 36, to reduce the 
present rates of 19 and 22 cents a 
square foot, respectively, on different 
sizes of plate glass to 15 and 171-2 
cents, suffered another defeat. 

Senator Smoot stjrred up the sugar 
controversy again by moving to vote 
immediately on the request of Sena- 
tor Nye, republican, North Dakota, 
for reconsideration of last week’s 47- 
to-39 vote for an increase in the 
Cuban raw sugar tariff from 1.76 to 
2 cents a pound. Ss 


TAFT'S WIDOW GETS 
BLK OF ESTATE 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—()— 
The will of the late William Howard 
Taft, former president and chief jus- 
tice of the United States, was filed 
today for probate, although no valua- 
tion of the estate has yet been dis- 
closed. 

The will was executed June 3, 1925, 
and was modified by two codiciles, 
one on April 27, 1927, and another 
on June 1, 1927. 


Under the original will Yale Uni- 
versity was given $10,000 to be added 
to the principal of the alumni uni- 
versity fund and credited to the class 
of 1878, 

Wendell W. Mischler, his secretary, 
was given $5,000, and the following 
specific juests were made: Mar- 
garet McNamara, $1,000: Annie Me- 
Namara, $750; Thomas Halpin, $750. 

With these exceptions, and save 
for his papers and copyrights, the 
former president left all his remain- 
ing estate to “my dear wife, Helen 
H. Taft.” 


Widow Executrix. 

The widow was also named as ex- 
ecutor, with the request that no bond 
be required of her, and that she 
should not be required to make any 
inventory of the estate. 

In the earlier codicil to his will, 

the former chief justice provided that 
if any portion of the $10,000 legacy 
to Yale should have been paid by 
him prior to his death, it should be 
rejuced from the bequest. 
__ Under this codicil also a legacy of 
$5,000 was given to the foundation 
of the Taft school at Watertown. 
Conn., unless prior payment of this 
amount had been made by him dur- 
ing his life time. 

By the later codicil, an additional 
legacy of $2,500 was provided for 
the Taft school, which was founded 
by_ his brother, Horace D. Taft.

found guilty of manslaughter, ani 
sentenced to serve five years in the 
state prison, in connection with the 
fatal cutting of Mrs. Bessie Tomlin, 
a distant relation on January 26.

The money will be distributed by 
the department of agriculture after 
the legislation becomes law. An- 
nouncement will be made later by 
Secretary Hyde as to the method of 
getting the loans to the farmer. 

Other amendments added on the 
floor included one by Senator Blaine, 
republican, Wisconsin, to provide for 

urchase of four lifeboats for use on 
sake Michigan.
